I. The Feast of Weeks, because it 
was celebrated seven complete 
weeks, or fifty days, after the 
Passover. (Ex. 34:22; Deut. 
16:10, 16; II Chron. 8:13; Lev. 
23:15, 16). 


II. The Feast of Harvest, because 
it concluded the harvest of the 
large grains, (Ex. 23:16) 

lil, The Day of First Fruit, 
beeause the first loaves made 
from the new grain was then 
offered on the altar. (Lev. 
23:17) 


Origin 


The scriptures do not clearly 
attach any historical significance 
to this festival, but seem to 
teach that Pentecost owes it 
origin to the harvest which 
terminated at this time. 


The Pentecost was essentially 
linked to the Passover--that 
festival which, above all others, 
expressed the fact of a race 
chosen and separated from other 
nations--and was the solemn 
termination of the consecrated 
period. 


Acts 2:11, ““And when the day 
of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were ail with one accord in 
one place. 


The label Pentecost is just here. 
Fifty days after the celebration 
of the Passover the believers in 
Jerusalem received. their 
Pentecost, and the term 
Pentecostal is attached to all 
who believe in and receive the 
baptism with the Holy Spirit. 


I. The first decent was 
accompanied by the sound of 
wind and tongues of fire, and as 
the disciples were filled, they 
found themselves speaking in 
languages they had _ never 
learned, by which they knew, 
without any shadow of doubt, 
that they had received the 
baptism with the Holy Spirit 
which has the promise of the 
Father as predicted by Jesus 
Christ. (Acts 2:16-17. Joel 2:28) 


Il. The second occasion was 
when the converts of a crusade 
conducted by Phillip, the 
Evangelist were being instructed 
further by the apostles. Peter 
and John laid their hands upon 
them and they received the Holy 
Spirit with the outward 
evidence. (Acts 8:14-17). 


Ill. The third occasion was 
different again, for this time 
they were in the act of 
conducting a divine service of 
worship and_ study, when 
suddenly, without any laying on 
of hands, God broke in upon 
them and they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues. 
(Acts 10:44-48; Acts 15:8) 


IV. On the fourth occasion a 
small group of people were 
gathered for _ instructions, 
teaching, and questioning; the 
Apostle Paul, perceiving their 
lack, laid his hands upon them 
and they received the baptism 
with the Holy Spirit, which was 
proved by the fact that they 
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spoke 
19:1-7)

Saul, who later was called Paul, 
received the baptism with the - 
Holy Spirit through the personal 
ministry of Ananias (Acts 9:17) | 
he wrote, some years afterwards, 
“I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all.’

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school teachers to seek new 
ways and explore methods of 
making the Christian Education 
program of instruction dynamic, 
relevant -and existential. The 
traditional authoritarian view is 
challenged, because of useless 
methodology, the church school 
degenerated into no more than 
sessions of ‘‘glorified 
baby-sitting.” The author’s 
intent is to magnify the needs of 
leadership training to church 
school personnel. 


It is the author’s contention that 
the first step in leadership 
training is self-realization. By 
calling a meeting and raising 
such questions as: 1. Why are 
you teaching? 2. Why do your 
pupils attend? 3. What the signs 
of a good class?; Mr. Johnson 
arouses interest among teachers 
and stimulates them to engage in 
self-discovery. Through the 
question and answer method, 
Mr. Johnson leads the discussion 
with the teachers toward several 
goals. By answering the question 
of what constitutes a good 
class?, the group is led to 
discover that a good class not 
only must be alert, busy and 
actively involved, but under 
continuous evaluation of the 
teacher. 


It is the author’s contention that 
no teacher can be successful 
unless active concern for learners 
is demonstrated. Several 
suggestions for the teacher 
emerge from the encounter of 
teachers with different 
experiences. The following list 
resulted:1. Examine the church 
records for information. 


2. Be observant of the child in 
all relationships. 


3. Be an alert listener. 


4, Recognize that each person is 
an individual. 


5. Make use of psychological 
findings on human development. 
6. Use home visits and 
community contacts. 


The basic principle for the 
teacher in demonstrating 
concern according to Mr. 
Johnson is to discover the 
pupils’ needs. 


The process of communication 
comes to bear upon the 
leadership training session when 
Mr. Johnson sets forth the basic 
problem facing all teachers: 


By what means and by what 
methods are people best enable 
to perceive God’s self-disclosure 
and redeeming love in Jesus 
Christ? And is it reasonable to 
think that all people can be 
reached in the same way? 


TEACH ME TO TEACH could 
be useful in any Christian 
education program within 
local church. Perhaps it would 
be a threat as well as a challenge 
to some, but there is a 


tremendous need for both if .- 


they would yield the kind of 
results achieved by Mr. Johnson 
in the book. The book would 
challenge “sameness” in local 
churches as well as present ways 
of self-discovery. There are too 
many “How To” books on the 
market and not enough books 
that lead to self-evaluation and 
self-discovery. After following 
the tested methods achieved by 
Mr. Johnson and teachers during 
leadership training sessions, any 
local teacher would be inspired 
to change truncated methods. 


One does not find here a special 
formula concocted in order to 
achieve specific results. What 
one does find neatly interwoven 
throughout the narrative are 
guidelines for basic 
self-discovery. I keep coming 
back: to the word self-discovery. 
It appears that self awareness is 
primary for Mr. Johnson in 
trying to get his leadership 
training program off the ground. 
I cannot but help admire the 
author for tossing Flimsy 
traditional excuses out the 
window and having special 
teachers’ meeting through Mr. 
Johnson to tackle specific 
problems such as those found in 
the area of communication, 
methodology and content. 


I have been thoroughly 
convinced after reading this 
book in leadership training that 
the basic weakness in most local 
Christian education programs is 
more likely in the area of 
leadership training. The author 
has responded to an area in the 
body politic of Christian 
education where the cancerous 
growth of lethargy had finally 
resided. The words of Jesus 
come to our aid when he asks a 
very disturbing question: ‘“‘Can 
the blind lead the blind?” The 
author is aware that there is 
always the possibility that both 
may fall in the ditch.

Obsequies of Bishop C. E. Bennett 


“Bishop Bennett was saved in 
1916; was called to the ministry 
in 1918, and was licensed by 
Bishop D. Bostick of St. Louis, 
Missouri. 


He came to Gary, Indiana June 
12, 1920 and was appointed by 
the late Bishop and Overseer 
William M. Roberts of Chicago, 
Illinois to be pastor of the Saints 
Home Church of God in Christ 
in December 1920. During 1926 
and 1927 he pastored and built 
the first Church of God in Christ 
edifice in the State of Indiana, 
located at 509 East 20th 
Avenue. He was the Host Pastor 
of the first State Convocation in 
August 1927, and was appointed 
Overseer December 14, 1927. 


In 1923 he was married to Anna 
Manly who predeceased him in 
1964. 


He was ordained Bishop of 
Indiana, North on June 5, 1951 
and served as a charter member 
of the Executive Board of 
Bishops, served as Financial 
Secretary of the Churches of 
God in Christ, International and 
served as President of the Board 
of Education of the Saints 
Junior College in Lexington, 
Mississippi.
